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SPEECH OF WENDELL PHILLIPs, 
At the Faneuil Mating, Mmday eveniug Mar. 26th. 


Mr. President and fellow citizens: 

Tue friend who preceded me spoke 
of the very remarkable crisis in which 
we were met iv Faneuil Hall to-night. | 
can liken it to nothing but to the sup- 
position that Samuel Adams, in revo- 
lutionary times, had gone over to the 
British, or John Hancock had ratted. 
The men who came up to this Hall in 
1776 with such news, in what temper 
would they have filled it.? 

There has been but one such event 
es that we now consider within our day. 
I will not allude to those my friend 
has mentioned in the time of Charles let 
or of ovr own Revolution. But we 
know there was atime when the fate 
of Hungary rested with one man; and 
whu does not remember the indignation | 
that swept over Europe when it wus 
known that Georgey had been bought 
by Russian Gold, Liberty stands now 
in these Northern States as it stood 
thea in Hungary; and the news has 
come to us that our dictator, in whom 
Massachusetts had trusted sv tondly, in 
whom she had garnered up all her con- 
fidence, has been bought with the guid 
of our Russia. Mark, also, that Geor- 
gey, when he surrendered Hungary, 
surrendered nothing but the political 
rights of the men he was betraying. 
Our statesman, baser far, is dealing 
with those personal rights, the violation 
of any one of which outweighs that of 
all civil privileges. 

We are met to consult in such a cri- 
sisas this. For after all, whether we 
are able to answer the arguments o 
Daniel Webster or not, whether Mas- 
sachusetts can pick to pieces that logic 
or not, whether we can unravel.its so- 
phistry toher inhabitants or not, the 
conviction of every mau’s heart is, that 
Daniel Webster is faise, no matter how 
impregnable his logic be or seem [Hear 
hear. 

we may be unableto unravel the 
web of that sophistry. He is a great 
man, doubtless, and can easily make 
‘the worse appear the better reason.’ 
And it may be, so deep and profound is 
the confidence of the Commonwealth in 
him, that it may be impossible to keep 
her from the conclusions t» which that 
argument leads. But let us stand as 
Cuatham stood, when some sophister 


tried to prove to him that the cause of 


Hampden and Cromwell was to be 
suspected, was unconstitational, and 
that, afler all, Charles Ist and Claren- 
don: were the true friends of English 
liberty, and he retorted, ‘Grant it all;

DUCEMENTS, AGAINST ALL SUPPOSED 
LIMITATION OF GREAT INTERESTS, 
AGAINST ALL COMBINATIONS, AGAINS1 
ALL COMPKOMISES.” 

Here, t en, wasa crisis worthy, 
himeelf being judge, of his utmost ex- 
ertion. Dignusrindice nodus—a knvi 
which jusutied the interierence of u 
god. it was ‘uncunsiitutional’; it wa>

When, in 1843 
Adams, Gates, Giddings, Briggs, anu 
the rest, raised the note of warning tv 
the people of the free States, where was 
the name of Daniel Webster? 


When did he ever throw his dreaded 
gauntlet into the lists, aud challeuge 
every comer? When did he ever put 
gallantly at hazard hie name, fame ad 
tufluence, throw intrepidity into the 
scale of anti-Texas all that he had and 
thathe was? Did he relly the country? 
Did he try toanimate and marshal even 
the Whig party? Did he counsel a 
temiporary suspension of attending to 
minor puints, aod a concentratiqn of 
the vigtiance of the country on this, the 
Thermopyle and Gibraltar of the 
North? Did he suwmun -the States, 
whose relative weight. eas such, was 
being wickedly and iliegally taken from 
them, to protest and exert themselves? 
For the ten years that the. ‘1 xas pro- 
ject was afvvt, he, and with sume truth 
we may say he alone, was competent 
to any or all of these things. ‘One 
blast upon his bugle-horn had been 
worth a thousand mea.’ But none ot 
them did he attempt. In a great mea- 
sure, his lukewarmnness and indiffer- 
ence were the one great obstacle in 
the way of any other man’s doing either 
of them. 

True he got othersto call a conven- 
tion, in 1845, in this Hall, and when 
he had felt the pulse of Boston, and 
found the meeting unpopular, he never

Mr. Webater tells us, in the second 
portion of his argument, that there is 
no necessity for the Wilmot Proviso. 

Why, that the 
climate of New Mexico renders it im- 
possible that slavery should extend 
there. What does Mr. Webster say 
(page 8) in his revised speech? ‘Slave- 
ry existed in the earliest period of his- 
tory in the oriental nations.’ Whar 
does he 7 on the 29th page? ‘Cali- 
fornia and Mew Mexico are’—what? 
‘ Asiatic in their formation and scenery !’ 
Ifthey are so, what prevents slavery 
from existing there in the latest periods 
as it did ia the oriental nations in the 
earliest? (Loud plaudits.) 


‘There was slavery among theGreeks’ 
says Mr. Webster. What was Greece? 
‘Iron-bonnd and sterile,’ says Edward 
Everett; with an unproductive svil, 
importing her own corn. What is the 
description Mr, Webster gives of New 
Mexico? Such as Greece was, with 
her mountain fastnesses, with ‘vas! 
ridges of mountains of enormous height 
broken ridges and deep valleys. Sla- 
very existed in Greece, without much 
tillable 'aud, without cot on or tobacco. 


Why cannot it exist in our mountains 
at the present day? 

There never was one square mile of 
the earth’s surface, on which man dwelt 
where slavery has not existed. I am 
within hmits when I say that there is 
not a hundred square miles upon the 
earth’s surfac~, of inhabited territory, 
ia which slavery has not existed; and 
yet he contends that it is impossible for 
slavery to exist inthe countless mile> 
of uoknown and uotrodden territory

But tne Massachusetts man mistaken- 
ly seized, in Boston, cannot have this 
old Saxon privilege! He must be sur- 
rendered whenever any one cffice un- 
derling is satisfied, on paper evi- 
dence, that the slave claimant is right. 

I go into these facts to show that Mr. 
Webster, when he surrenders one o 
his constituents to Mason's bill; surren- 
ders himto slavery. Aslong sgo as 
1827, kidnapping was commbn in Penn- 
sylvania. They had only to catch a 
inan, get him over the line, aud mingle 
nim among the slaves, and he could 
avt be found again. Mr. Webster 
knows that alllaws should be guarded 
strictly in favor of liberty; so carefully 
guarded as to make qistakes all but 
impossible, He has himself told us 
that ‘The spirit of linerty is, indeed, a 
bold and tearless spirit; but it is also a 
sharp-sighted spirit: it 18 @ cautious, 
sagacious, discriminating, far-seeing 
intelligence; it is jealous of encroach- 
ment, jealous of power, jealous of man. 
it demands chechs, it seeks for 
guards, it insists on securities; it en- 
trenches itself behind strong defences, 
and fortifies, with all possible care, 
against the assaults of an.bition and 
passion. It doves not trust the amiable 
weakness of human nature, and there- 
fore it will nut permit power to overstep 
its prescribed limits, though benevo- 
lence, good intent and patriotic pur- 
pose c mealong with it. Neither does 
it satisiy itself with flashy aud tempora- 
ry resistance to ¢ . Far 
otherwise. It seeks for duration and 
permanance. It jooks before and after; 
and building on the experience of ages 
which are past, it labors diligently tor 
the benefit of ages to come, T is 
the nature of constitutional lberty ; and 
this is our liberty, if we will mghtly un- 
derstand and e it.’ 

This very ill is such a’one as that 
againat which he thus warns us. The 
bill is bad encugh on the face of it; 
but itis like the Artesian wells, grow- 
i biilter hotter the lower you go. 
It 1s oaser and baser, the more you an- 
alyze it. i wi ; 

Where a man finds stolen property

Now, the slave cause goes either int 
ome or the other list. ‘When the slave 
is arrested, it ia either a criminal or 4 
civil cases, and the Constitution, there- 
fore, requires a jury. Mr. Webste: 
knows this; and, instead of this speech, 
he should have iitted up hie voice in 
behalf of this time-honored barrier o: 
ine rights of the humblest citizen. In 
place of that, Massachusetts is left t. 
Sewarp, of New York, or some Weat- 
ern statesman, to defend for her the 
principles of freedom. (Great enthu- 
siasm.} Yes we are left for some: for- 
eigner from Maseachusetts to put that 
shield over the head of the colored cit- 
izen which the Constitution enjoins,

[Shame.] This is my gravest charg: 
against Mr, Webster. 


Once more, and 1 will relieve you 
soon—(go on! go on!)—and. that is in 
this matter of balancing the compli- 
ments ofthe South and North agamst 
each other, Mr. Webster plainly be- 
trays the bias under which he spoke. 
Slurring with only some twenty lines, 
the vast usurpation of new territories, 
which has completely changed the 
character of the Union, he charges 
agaiuet Northern legislators a want oi 
fidelity to the Constitution. 

That argument on the slave-hunt i» 
plausibly .put together, to convince 
Massachusetts that he is only currying 
out the Constitution. The Courier ot 
this morning bids us declaimers against 
Mr. Webster read the Constitution 
side by side with this speech, and show 
where they conflict. Why, the Con- 
atitution, compared with that apeech, 
is Heaven; that is hell! (lumense 
applause.} The Constitution repudi- 
ates such a speech with loatning aud 
contempt. 

Samuel Adams signed the Constitu- 
tion. He would have jet his arm 
wither to the shoulder, before he 
would have signed to that speech. 
ore It took one Hungarian, 

orgey, to surrender his Constitution ; 
and it took another, Bem, to become a 
Pacha with nine tails; but, more for- 
tuvate than either, in one act Webster 
surrenders both! (Loud shouts and 
cheers.) In one act, he was a traitor 
to his Constitution, and an apostate 
from Humanity. The year 1750 wili 
be fatal to other men than Hungarians, 
to other lives than natural lives, if we | 
shall do our duty in this Common- 
wealts (Prolonged appliuse. ) 

There is one point further, on which 
I wixh to make a sitigle remark, aud 1 
is this: The Southerners tell us, that 
the right of trial by jury is inconsistent 
with slavery, They teil us, that if th 
Southerner is oblig d to prove his tith 
to his slave, he would be very much 
inconvenienced! He cannot tarry so 
long! He will have to tarry only as 
long as it would take to recover his 
horse. But if he be inconvenienced, 
who is to suffer, he or liberty? 

1 recollect, in the life of that glo- 
rious Baptist missionary, Wittiam 
KnisB, that, on one occasion, he and 
his coudjutors came to an agreement 
with the planters of Jamaica, that 
Slavery aud (‘hristianty could not ex- 
ist together; and there they parted. 
The planters said, ‘ We will extermuin- 
ate Christian‘ty;’ the missionaries re- 
joined, ‘ We will abulish slavery.’ Let 
us make the same resolve asto Habeas 
corpus jury trial, and the other sacred 
barriers of liberty. Ifthe choice must 
be made between them and chains, do 
not let us make them yield to the con- 
venience of slavehuiders! Which is 
to give way, the rights of freemen, or 
the convenience of slaveholdcrs? 
Which to give way, the rights of the 
colored people of Boston, that thew 
children may not play in safety in the 
streets, protected by jast laws, or the
